Moses on Government Report. 
Hon. Charles Moses. of Coweta county. 
declared that he did not think it within 
ithe province of the gathering to dispute

opinion that every bale of cotton cred- 
ited to us has been raised in the south, 
To be frank, we have probably raised 
more than that agricultural report shows.

Mr. Moses then took’ ghe position that 
it mattered little how’ many bales or 
how few bales the south raised, it did 
not compel the planter to sell at the 
beck and call of the man who wanted to 
buy. 

“Down in my section,” he asserted, “‘I 
know persons who have held their cof- 
ton two and three years. They held it 
because the price offered. was too low in 
their opinion. Now, the man who has 
cotton on hand today has nobody to 
blame except himself. He had a chance 
to get a good price for it. He did not 
take it. Then, he -alone is to blame. 
Now, as far as this movement is con- 
cerned, I want to say that it has my 
‘good wishes and my cooperation. But 
let’s reason together and see what we 
can get out of it. As to the agricul- 
tural department ascertaining the num- 
ber of bales of cotton we raise, I have 
no objection. But I do object toe that 
‘department giving out that information. 
Take as an Illustration the steel trust. 
When that organization has on hand 
more product than the market demands, 
does the government undertake to in- 
form the world and thereby drive d@wn 
the price of steel?

county which also refused. I wouldn’t 
mind making these reports, although I 
don’t think any man should be asked to 
give out information concerning his pri- 
vate Dusiness, but I’m not sure that 
the figures I might furnish would not be 
manipulated for a sinister prpose. I think 
that this government report is simply an 
attempt to exploit the farmer because it 
is thought he is ignorant and can De 
imposed on.” 

T,. A. Andrews, another Coweta county 
ginner, sat a few feet from Mr. Moses. 
He. took a different view of the reports, 
saying: 

“Most of the ginners of our county 
made reports to the government, and 
the number of bales ginned by those who 
made no report dij not amount to a 
great deal as far as the total for the 
county was concerned. The largest part 
of the crop had been marketed and. I 
think that the ginners’ reports in our 
county showed pretty accurately the 
amount of cotton raised there.’’ 

C. M. Jones, a prominent farmer, gin- 
ner and cotton buyer, of Bartow county, 
was also present. In a sense he rep- 
resented all the ginners of his county, 
being president of the Bartow County 
Farmers’ Association. He operates gins 
in both Bartow and Floyd counties. In 
speaking of reports he sald: 

“We gin quite a lot of cotton in both 
counties, and | Feep in more or less close 
touch with the situation at home, while 
my 3on why conducts the Floyd county 
business keeps his eyes and ears open 
there. He says that reports were made 
pretty generally by ginners in thot ccunty 
and I say the same about Bartow.”’ 

James H. Taylor, of Hawkinsville, a 
prominent cotton seed oil man, whose 
name is the same as the chairman of 
yesterday‘s convention, was present. He 
is president of the Lathrop Cotton Oil 
mills at Hawkinsvil®, and the Abbeville 
Oil Mills at Abbeville.

“There can be no doubt,” said Presi- 
dent Taylor after the meeting had ad- 
journed, “as to the purposes of the or- 
|Sanization. in my address to the assem- 
bly I made my position perfectly clear. 
That the cotton Industry of the south 
needs just what we have outlined, and 
are trying to perfect Is patent and plain 
to any one whether he be in the cotton 
life or in any other lne of commercial 
life. In that portion of the cotton belt 
west of the Mississippi river we have 
found that an advantage has been taken 
of the cotton grower by allowing the 
amount of the crop, after it had been 
Riven out or guessed at, controlling the 
price. The object of this organization ts 
to hold within the hands of the producer 
the growth. If that can. be done the 
grower will be in position to dictate the

NEGRO CONFESSES FIRING SHOT 


Another Man Now in Pen for Same 
Deed. 

Tifton, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff M. J. Kinard, of Berrien, was in 
Tifton last night en route to Nashville 
jail with Will Graham, a negro, about 
twenty years of age, charged with the 
murder of John Dorminy, at Alapaha, 
during the summer of 1908S. 

Young Dorminy, with two or three 
companions, had been ‘possum hunting, 
and on their return stopped at a negro 
cabin, where a dance was going on, to 
look on a few minutes. The negroes 
resented the white boys’ presence, and 
after a few words, opened fire on them. 
In the fusillade Mr. Dorminy was shot 
in the abdomen, from the effects of 
which he died a day or two later. 

Several arrests were made, but on only 
one, a negro named John Butler, could 
any responsibility fer the murder be 
fixed. Butler was convicted as acces- 
sory to the murder at the 1904 spring 
term of Berrien superior court and given 
a@ life sentence fn the penitentiary. 

Monday Graham told some negroes In 
Fitzgerald that Butler was the wrong 
man. and that he himself had firdd the 
shot which cost young Dorm{ay his life. 
This came to the ears of the Fitzgerald 
police, and they placed Graham under: 
arrest, notifying the Berrien county au- 
thorities. and yesterday Sheriff Kinard 
went after him. 

The murdered young man was 4 son 
of S. B. Dorminy, chairman of the board 
of county commissioners of Berrien, and 
was a young man of bright promise, 

No suspicion attached to Graham, al- 
though he left the community immedi- 
ately after the killing, until his own 
tongue gave him away. 

It is not thought Graham’s arrest will 
affect Butler, on whom ¢e crime was 
firmly fixed.

7 The letter of Director of the North to Congressman Burleson, 
of ‘Texas, greatly heightens interest in the controversy. It contains matter 
for grave reflection concerning the benefit to the cotton grower of a sys- 
tem of departmentat bulletins covering gin receipts and the rehability of 
such bulletins under the present facilities for collecting the desired sts 


It is to be expected that the estimates of the agricultural department, 
which are essentially in the nature of forecasts and, therefore, to a certain 
extent, guesswork, will be severely criticised for their seeming redundancy, 
since the immediate and direct effect of the cotton crop estimate of De- 
cember 3 was to throw the market into a panic in the interest of the bear 
brokers; but it is more unexpected to hear the accuracy of the cotton 
statistics of the census bureau widely challenged, and by the ginners them- 
selves, who furnish the figures of actual. receipts. 

The challenge of the Memphis cotton exchange to the effect that the 
‘gin reports from that neighborhood must necessarily be incomplete, since 
many ginners claim they sent no report of their receipts to Washington 
for the last census cotton bulletin, finds echoes in many parts of the south. 
‘he same condition is true of many gins in the state of Georgia, as The 
Vonstitution has ascertained by special inquiry. The fact seems pretty 
conclusively established that a considerable per cent of southern cotton 
gine are not actually represented in the census report covering the period 
between November 14 and December 138. 

This being true, the query of the Memphis cotton exchange to Direc 

tor North is very pertinent. If many ginners have for reasons of their 
own withheld or failed to make their reports to the census bureau, by what 
process of divination, elimination or approximation has the director of the 
| census affived at the total number of bales ginned in the various cotton 
Soho wene to that date? The director has answered that in instances where 
returns were lacking, the returns of the preceding month were “brought 
| torwara” without estimates. This, then, must leave a certain element of 
| conjecture in the total gfven out by the census department, and the ele- 
ment of conjecture, so prominent in the agricultural department’s “fore- 
casts,” is exactly what is not wanted in census cotton feports. 
f However, nobody should blame the census bureau for failure to ob- 
tain information that it was beyond its power to obtain, although due al- 
lowance must be made for the approximate nature of the figures in conse- 
quence of this unfortunate failure. 

It is a bit early yet to prophesy results, so far as the credibility 
of this year’s eee Seer are concerned, but enough has already been 
disclosed as to the methods of arriving at those figures tc make supremely 
important the pressing of Congressman Livingston's resolution, now pend- 


| ing in congressional committee, to have a thorough investigation of the 


agricultural department’s method of forecasting the unmarketed, and even 
unharvested, cotton crop. While the system could not be expected to be 
un exact science, it is obviously full of imperfections and room for im:- 
provement. Light is needed, at any rate, and the Georgia congressman has 
adopted the most practical method of turning on the calcium. 

The-individual cotton growers and the material prosperity of the 
south have too much at stake to make millions and millions of dollars 
the capricious plaything of an official guessing contest. The people of the 
cotton belt demand facts or nothing. 

Congressman Burleson is, directing his intelligent energies to. the 
right end in hig announced purpose to augment the cotton statistical work 
of the census department by amending the census act to provide for the 
collection and publication of accurate sigtistics of the number of bales of 
cotton consumeti each year and the sur@fus of cotton held in the hands of 
the manufacturer, and the number of baies exported. 

This is the correct idea, and carried out it will put the cotton growers 


formation concerning the cotton crop and cotton conditions generally. They 
will then be able to form an accurate basis of value for their crops, ena- 
bling them to effect unions or alliances for protecting their interests with 
some definite knowledge of results. The Burleson amendment, to be pressed 
for passage at the present session of congress, should go far to liberate 


ably seize upon -every possible statistical] pretext to depress the market 
to the bare cost of production, in order that they may pocket the producer’s 
iegitimate profit. 

This plan of “publicity,” enforced by the same powers that apply to 
corporation statistics under the amended anti-trust act, will tear the veil 
of secrecy from certain sources of information not heretofore accessible 
to general students of the cotton situation, and nobody will remain in the 
dark. The new system will go far, to quote Director North’s language, to 
‘protect the grower, disarm the speculator and market manipulator, and 
pernul the law of supply and demand to regulate the price.” 

Above ail things, the proposed modifications in the existing faulty 
system should insist on accuracy and frequency. The situation ftmpera- 
tively demands exact figures, announced at as short intervals as possible, 
There must be an end of monthly reports, no more than a week being al- 
towed to elapse between statistical bulletins, and in certain contingencies 
special bulletins should be issued, if possible.

Director North says $125,000 is being disbursed yéarly in the collec- 
tion and dissemination of cotton crop information. Ore cotton brokerage 
tirm o: Wall street thinks nothing of expending that much money yearly 
in procuring private information from its own private sources in order that 
it may be in on the ground floor when the psychological moment arrives 
for bearing the market—or, rather, ir order that it may manufacture the 
psychological motnent for that profitable old game. 

Now is the time to ventilate the whole subject and see if the present 
disastrous year cannot be made to end the whole miserable system of ’changé 
buncoism and speculative robbery. . 

Next year the cotton growers must be masters of the situation.

Enriched Unfortunate Newsboy. 
(From The New York Herald.) 
“Blind Tom” Angus, who for imany 
years has sold papers at the West Twen- 
ty-third street ferry, Was made happy 
recently when his counsel, L. KE. Ferr- 
mann, Jr., of Jersey City, notified him 

that he was $5,000 richer. 

Sixteen years ago, when living with his 
parents in the Lafayette section of Jer- 
sey City, Angus attended a public schoul, 
While returning to his home one after- 
noon a playmate, William J, Jungling, 
aee'dentally threw ammonia in his face. 
It destroyed his sight, and his ¢chool 
cays were ended. He ebtained permis- 
fion to sell papers at the Pennsvivania 
ferry at the foot of Twenty-third street, 
end ne made a comfortable living. 

In 190!, Charles M. Schwaib purchased 
a newspaper from the blind boy, ie 
him a £& bill, and told him to keep the 
chunge. <A cab driver told “ the 
name cf hig benefactor. With ‘this $5 
bill, “Tom’’ called upon many lawyers 
in Jerse} City and asked them to Instl- 
tute suit’ against Jungling’s father. 

They declined, and informed the blind 
iad that the claim against Jungling was 
debarred by the statute of limitations. 
He cent nued his quest, however, and 
eventually Mr, Herrman took the case, 
but he declined to take the $5. ‘*I'om,”’ 
ro gee insisted, saying:

Herrman looked up the law and discov- 
eren that he had just thirty days in 
which to bring his suit before it was

A statement of the numbers of pounds 
of beef. fish and vegetables that have 
been condemned during the year is one 
of the features of the annual report of 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy» the health officer of 
the city. This report was read to the 
board of health during the session of yes- 
tenday afternoon and was ordered filed. 
It will be incorporated in the annual re- 
port of the board of health to the gen- 
eral council, which will be submitted dur- 


ing the session of next Monday after- 
noon. 


The annual report of Dr. Kennedy is 
divided into four sections. The first deals 
with the vital statistics. of the city, the 
second with the condemnation of food 
Stults, the third with the management 
of the contagious diseases that have made 
their appearance in Atlanta during the 
past year and the fourth with the 
plumbing question. 

The report shows that the following 
food stuffs are among those condemned 
during the year. 

Beef, 43,086 pounds; sausage, 7,226 
pounds; liver, 2,487 pounds; fish, 242,- 
886 pounds; oysters, 5,648 gallons; rab- 
bits, 2,568 pounsie; chickens 2,852 pounds: 
cabbage, 12,500 pownds; pork, 12,093 
pounds; breakfast bacon, 4,116 pounds; 
condensed milk, 1,000 cans. — 

These are only some of the larger con- 
demnations. Many others were mude 
aduring the year, All of them were made 
iby Inspector Wasser, who was formerly 
in the meat and produce business, and 
who ig thoroughly acquainted with the 
standards, 

It will be noticed that the greatest con- 
demnation was of fish, and beef came 
next. Nothing that could be said could 
possibly give a better indication af the 
efforts that are being mae by the health 
department to protect the citizens. 


The Vital Statistics. 


A close study of the vital statistics of 
Atlanta will show some very interesting 
facts. For instance, the number of mar- 
riages far exceeds the number wf births.

Contagious Diseases. 

The report announces that the following 
eases of contagious diseases have been 
reported during the year:

phoid fever, 85; chickenpox, 53; tubercu- 
losis, 36; erysipelas, 4; whooping cough, 
10; mumps, !7; German measles, 7. 

During the year 930 rooms have been 
fumigated. 

The following report is made concern- 
ing smallpox. It will be noticed that 
there are now only three cases of small- 
pox at the city hospftal for contagious 
diseases, despite the fact that the small- 
pox season is now at its height.

The health department of the munic!-

At present the affairs of the health de- 
partment are under the control of coun- 
cil’s committee on hospitals and chari- 
ties. The appropriation for the health 
department is ‘made to the committee 
amd is disbursed by it.

The Plans 
for the extension are now In our pos- 
session, and no doubt will be ex¢cuted by 
next year’s board. 

‘Owing to the money given us by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Light 
Company, we have been able to make 
a much larger purchase of Animals for 
the ‘zoo’ than usual. The ‘zo@’ is in 
& flourishing condition, and owing to 
% increase in the number of Bnimals 
we thought it advisable.to extend the 
building 34 feet. This extémsion is now 
complete, A cement floor is bietg laid 
throughout the whole building, which 
will facilitate cleanliness. 

“Several of the springs in Grant park 
had been dry for over a year; these 
were dug out, and are now 4s béeld as 
ever. 

“The parks, generally, are in better 
condition than_they have ever been. 

“During the latter part of the year, 
the city has acquired another park. 
krown as ‘Piedmont park,’ consisting of 
seme 120 acres of land, aimirably adapt- 
ed for park purposes. This large addi- 
ion will necessitate a much larger ap- 
propriation next vear than has ever been 
made, Even with our present appro- 
priation, it has been impossible to give 
the city trees the attention they should 
have. 

“We urge the city to build as early as 
pcessible a trunk sewer through the vyal- 
ley of Grant park for the purpose of car- 
tying off the surface water in the neigh- 
borhoog of the park, for this water has 
greatly damaged the park this year, and 
has made it impossible to have perma- 
rent drains and paving on some of the 
park roadways and walks.
